A third article states that: “A profitable bu siness 
can provide better services and goods and can expand 
to provide additional services and good s.” 


In the final article, it is noted that: “ A b u sinessm an 
has the right to conduct the operation of his b usiness 
in the m anner appropriate to his personal business 
philosophy and to contract for the goods and se r v ic e s 
required 
without 
unreasonable 
lim itations 
or 
restrictions im posed by an outside source. He is 
com pletely free to determ ine the present and future 
course of his business " 


The free enterprise system has played an im ­ 
portant role in the preservation of the A m erican w ay 
of life The articles listed represent rights guaranteed 
both to business and consum ers in today's econ om y. 


Since the end of World War II. the nation's econom y 
has taken great strides. Although tem porary s e t­ 
backs have lim ited growth during certain periods, the 
econom y has advanced, and along with it has co m e 
substantial in creases in the standard of livin g in 
A m erica 


It has becom e popular, how ever, to w rite off the 
business com m unity as a determ ent to progress. “ Big 
B usiness" has com e under fire, especially w ithin the 
last decade. 


In far too m any tim es, the attacks have been 
justified. As in so m any areas, ex cesses have led to 
problem s in the business world that in turn have 
affected m em bers of the public. 


A careful review of the basic principles involved in 
the free enterprise system , as w ell as an a ffirm a tiv e 
com m ittm ent to m aintain the articles above could 
cure m any of the ills presently within the business 
com m unity. 


The tree enterprise system itself, though, should 
continue to provide the A m erican people an aven u e of 
progress if they only can learn to respect it instead of 
just using it solely for their own ends.

C hristians a re n ’t alw ays C hristian. Som etim es, they a re 
otherw ise, and how disappointing it is! C hristians own Bibles, 
but never read them ; instead they feed on new spapers, 
m agazines and the latest novels. C hristians often talk about 
prayer, but seldom get on their knees alone with God. They have 
their nam e on a m em bership roll of the church, but how m uch do 
the church services m ean—m ore than a pleasure resort or a 
social visit or an hour of sleep?
